There are tears in many an eyo, 
the .world counts cold, and dry as the rock 
of .Horeb before tho prophet smote it, as 
Mr. Maynard so touchmgly gives thanks 
for the loyal and bleeding hearts of East 
Tennessee, and says, "it will carry a joy 
to thorn like that of a great victory in the' 
field of arras,"' God knows thoy~need and 
deserve it all.
